Claim 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim's step a) does not appear to require the use of a nitroxylether 

monomer as in claim 1 . 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1-5 and 8-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fuso WO 99/46261. 

Fuso exemplifies (A5 of table 1) a compound corresponding to applicant's 
formula (I). This glycidyl functional compound can be polymerized in a first step to 
produce an oligomeric/polymeric radical initiator (page 3 line 1-3). This suggests 
applicant's step a). The initiators are used polymerize unsaturated monomers such as 
styrene (page 1 1,24). This is applicant's step b). The nitroxylether cleaves (page 12 last 
line) as for applicant. The initiator is used at 0.01-30 mol% of the unsaturated monomer 
(page 10 bottom). 

Claims 1-6 and 8-12 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a,b,e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fuso WO 02/48109. 

Fuso exemplifies (formula 34 page 37) a compound corresponding to applicant's 
preferred formula (I) compound. This glycidyl functional compound can be polymerized 
in a first step to produce an oligomeric/polymeric radical initiator (page 2 secnd 
paragraph). This suggests applicant's step a). The initiators are used polymerize 
unsaturated monomers such as styrene (page 46,61). This is applicant's step b). The 
nitroxylether cleaves (page 47) as for applicant. The initiator is used at 0.01-20 mol% of 
the unsaturated monomer (page 47). 

Wheeler '354, Jaboner'321 and Tucker'522 all disclose processes of grafting 
unsaturated monomers to polyethers without using a nitroxylether compound. The final 
product of these processes would apparently result in the same structure as applicant's 
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process. Therefore , nonelected product by process claims 16 ,17 and 19 would be 
rejectable over these references.
